STOCKHOLM, June 28—Ger- 
man troops were reported stream- 
ing through Helsinki today in a 
last-minute attempt to belister 
their tottering Finnish allies, and 
usually-reliable sources said the 
Finns had appealed to Berlin for 
military aid after receiving a curt 
demand for unconditional surren- 
der from Russia. 

A private informant in Helsinki 
told British United Press by tele- 
phone this morning that the streets 
of the Finnish capital were thick 
with German troops and that many 
of them—all brought up from Es- 
tonia and the south—were being 
moved hurriedly to the front to 
reinforce the hard-pressed Finnish 
army. 

This informant said the Germans 
were met with stony-faced silence 
from the Finnish people and that 
there is deep and general dissatis- 
faction over the government's de- 
cision to continue in the war, 
MAY BE PROPAGANDA 

Swedish* sources in Siockholm 
said President Risto Ryti and Pre- 
mier Edwin Linkomies called in 
the Germans after trying unsuc- 
cessfully to obtain new peace terms 
from Moscow last week. The Rus- 
sian reply was “unconditional sur- 
render,” according to these sources. 


(The United Press dispatch 
emphasized that these “uncon- 
ditional surrender” reports 


should be taken with reserva- 
tions, in view of the possibility 
that they were circulated by the 
Finns for propaganda purposes.) 

Stockholm observers interpreted 
the arrival of the Germans and the 
Finnish decision to continue fight- 
ing as a victory for Linkomies’ ae 
German policy.

GRAYDON’S VIEWS F 

“I want to range myself and this 
party in support of the advance- 
ment of human welfare in our poli- 
tics, our economy and our society. 
I do not think these matters can be 
stressed too greatly.” 

Debate on the bill was inter- 
rupted while the House gave sec- 
ond and third readings to bills 


extending the charters of the | 


chartered banks and the Quebec 
savings banks until Sept. 1. The 
charters expire June 30 and gen- 
eral legislation providing for their 
renewal is under study before 
the house banking committee. 

Mr. King said Canada had many 
measures of social welfare, some 
provincial and “Some federal. The 
government's aim was to link them 
into an integrated national system 
and, with ‘additional measures such 
as health insurance, family allow- 
ances and a contributory and more 
generus old age pensions scheme, 
move towards the general goal of 
social security. Welfare legislation 
naturally started with the provinces. 


NEED ASSISTANCE 


“It has become clear,” he said, 
“that without some assistance and 
co-operation from the federal gov- 
ernment the provincial governments 
will not be able to work out apy- 
thing in the nature of a national 
scheme. 


“Nothing could be more inim- 
ical to a nation-wide plan than 
to leave to mere chance and to 
conditions as they arise the enact- 
ment from itme to time by the 
provinces of different measures 
which they may regard as be'.g 
necessary. 

“There is a necessity for some 
central agency that can be helpful, 
in co-operation with the provinces, 
in preventing duplication and over- 
lapping and seeing when one prov- 
ince is behind another in some im- 
portant enactment that that diffi- 
culty may be overcome.” 


CONSTANT CO-OPERATION 


It was not the intention to in- 
vade provincial jurisdiction. The 
provinces would be consulted on 
national schemes and there would 
be conferences and co-operation 
both before and after the reaching 
of agreements. 

As a start the new department 
will take over the health branch 
from the present department of 
pensions and health while the 
pensions and rehabilitation branch 
g0 to another proposed new de- 
partment of veterans affairs. 


The new department will also 
take over the old-age and blind 
pensions administration from the 
finance department and will ad- 
minister family allowances’ when 
they come into effect. Later on, 
as such schemes are approved, it 
will handle health insurance and 
contributory pensions. 


Legislation would not be forced 
on the provinces, but the new de- 
partment would seek to bring out 
advantages of co-ordination 
effort in improving conditions of 
the people. 

NOT HIT, MISS PLAN 

Mr. Graydon urged tHe closest 
co-operation with provinces and 
municipalities in social welfare 
legislation.

OTTAWA, June 28.—(CP) — De- 
fence headquarters yesterday an- 


nounced Canadian Army casualties |

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Library Salaries 


To everyone who appreciates the value 
of Edmonton’s excellent public library it is 
gratifying that a grant has been made by 
the city council to meet cost-of-living 
bonuses for members of the library's per- 
manent staff. 

These bonuses will place the salaries of 
the library staff on an equality with civic 
employees’ wages, the only difference 
being that, in the case of library salaries, 
the increases are not incorporated into the 
basic wage scale. 

This latter discrepancy is under consid- 
eration by a special committee. 

The great majority of Edmonton 
people, who realize the splendid service 
being offered ‘to the public by the library 
staff, will hope that additional security 
will soon be offered to its members by 
making their salary increases permanent 
and a part of the a scale. 


Comparisons Don’t Help 


It is far from being a secret that a 
great many taxpayers hoped Mr. Ilsley 
would find it feasible to so frame his 
budget that the exempted amounts of in- 
come would be increased, or that the tax 
rates in lower income brackets would be 
reduced. These hopes have been dis- 
appointed. The exemptions stand, $660 for 
a single person and $1,200 for a married 
couple, The scales of taxation are also un- 
changed. 

There may be some consolation, of a 
sort, but there is no compensation, in being 
told that people in the United States and 
people in Britain who have small or mod- 
erate incomes are more heavily taxed than 
those with comparable incomes in Canada. 
No person’s tax bill is lightened by know- 
ing that some one else is harder hit. Cana- 
dians have never aspired to be the most 
heavily taxed people in the world, nor as 
heavily taxed as others, Exactly the con- 
trary. 

Disappointed as they may be that the 
exemptions were not raised nor the rates 
lowered, Canadian taxpayers will continue 
to pay at the present high level without 
much complaint—but not because people 
elsewhere are paying even more. They will 
continue to pay because the war has to be 
financed, and in trust that the burden is 
being fairly distributed. But they will not 
find the paying to be any easier because 
the tax systems in the United States and 
Britain may make heavier inroads into 
small and moderate incomes.

Mosquito Plague 


Pessimistic persons with an entomolog- 
ical bent have begun to predict that the 
recent heavy rains will bring a mosquito 
plague to Edmonton this summer. 

If this dolorous forecast proves true, 

there will be many querulous voices to en- 
quire what happened to the mosquito pre- 
vention campaign that had an enthusiastic 
beginning some weeks ago but appears to 
have become lost somewhere between in- 
ception and implementation. 
_ There is, of course, a constant tendency 
in public affairs towards short memories, 
and zeal in these matters is quickly 
cooled. One is driven to the savage hope, 
therefore, that sufficient persons in au- 
thorjty will be punctured this summer by 
the pests so that while the bites are still 
itching and burning irrevocable steps will 
be taken to launch an abatement program 
for next year, 

It has been shown by other cities that 
the mosquito nuisance can be successfully 
abated. It seems inordinately silly, there- 
fore, that Edmonton people should be tor- 
mented every summer season without any 
effort being made to afford relief. 

Health officers in other cities haye al- 
ready warned the public that, since 
malaria victims have been invalided home 
from Pacific fronts, there is a danger of an 
outbreak of malaria in North America, 
particularly since it is shown that at ledst 
two types of mosquitoes native to this 
continent are carriers of the disease, 

The matter of mosquito abatement is 
something more than a crusade for com- 
fort. It may become, in a very real sense, 
a crusade against death.

The Allies Gain a Port 


If Cherbourg showed that there is 
plenty of fight left in the Nazis, it equally 
Showed again that their “impregnable” 
positions are not really so. The fighting was 
hard, but it was not long compared with 
the siege of Sevastopol two years ago or 
the seventeen-month unsuccessful attempt 
to take Stalingrad. 

And Cherbourg was as important to 
the enemy as either of those two Russian 
cities, Its importance lay, not in keeping it 
in Nazi possession, but in keeping it from 
falling into Allied control. There is no 
other port on the invasion coast quite so 
well situated as a door through which to 
move men and equipment into France. 
That, rather than for any use it was to 
him, is why the Fuehrer fortified Cher- 
bourg so heavily and admonished ita garri- 
son to fight to the last, 

The location which made the port of 
little value in itself to the enemy makes it 
of immense value to the Allies. It is about 
70 miles from the English coast. It is 
thrust out into the mouth of the Channel 
and, excepting Brest, is the nearest of all 
French ports to this continent and all 
overseas points. It is only 232 miles from

Paris, and 100 miles of the road is already 
in Allied hands. It is so remote that serious 
interference with traffic can only .be af- 
forded by enemy submarines or planes. 
Its harbour is of ample size and many of 
the basins are practically indestructible, 
being hewn out of solid rock. 

Possession of this splendid sea-gate 
consolidates the Allied position as nothing 
else could do. Since Rundstedt could not 
push the invaders off the beachhead when 
reinforcements and supplies for them could 
only be landed in flat-boats under favor- 
able conditions, he has lost the chance to 
do so now that this excellent port has be- 
come a funnel through which troops and 
munitions can be poured in any required 
volume and under almost any weather con- 
ditions.

Tokyo announces that Rear Admiral 
Yoshimasa Nakahara ‘died heroically” 
somewhere and somehow in the “greater 
East Asia area’. The circumstances sug- 
gest that Nakahara followed the example 
of Yamamoto and committed suicide, after 
losing the battle west of the Mariana 
islands.

The Russian forces in their offensive 
on the northern sector have been driving 
ahead at the rate of a mile an hour, taking 
Nazi strongholds in their stride, ard recov- 
ering hundreds of square miles of White 
Russian territory per day. At Minsk, which 
they are approaching, they will be almost 
exactly as far from Berlin in a straight 
line as the Allied forces in Normandy, 
though the latter are only two-thirds as 
far from the German border. In Italy the 
Allies are farther from Berlin but closer 
to the Reich border than on either of the 
other “jaws” of the three-way vice. Herr 
Hitler can point to the present situation as 
proof of his contention that a war lord 
should so arrange matters that he will not 
have to fight on more than one front at the 
same time.

North American Reports 
Proved of Very Great 


Importance 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 

For weeks before the invasion of 
France the importance of the wea- 
ther was frequently mentioned. 
Only when the weather was right, 
and that would be on some day 
in May or June, could surface and 
air transports and bombers move 
on an unprecedented scale, we were 
told,* 

In May the Germans announced 
that Eisenhower had missed a per- 
fect chance. The weather was good 
during one exceptional week. No 
doubt the Germans were right, but 
Eisenhower had to consider what 
was happening on the Russian and 
Italian fronts and to make last- 
minute preparations of which we 
know nothing. 

When the order for invasion was 
given the weather was anything 
but right, even after a twenty-four- 
hour postponement, It was not right 
even on June 8 When the huge 
armada of 4,000 surface vessels and 
hundreds of naval craft did get 
under way the wind was blowing 
from the northwest and the Chan- 
nel was choppy. Many of the sol- 
diers were seasick, Due to mist the 
Allied planes had to attack at low 
altitudes and risk deadly anti-air- 
craft fire, and so heavy was the 


surf that some tank-landing craft 
were swamped. Toward dawn the 
wind and sea died somewhat, and 
after a daybreak shower the sun 
broke through intermittently. 

On the afternoon following the 
invasion General Eisenhower ad- 
mitted to newspaper men that the 
weather had always been his big- 
gest headache. 


Not Ideal 


It is apparent from all this, and 
especially from the twénty-four- 
hour postponement, that the meteor- 
ologists were not quite successful in 
selecting D-day. No easy problem 
was theirs. If this were not a war 
of planes they would have been less 
perplexed, In a fog the Channel is 
usually smooth and ideal for an 
easy crossing. But what of the 
planes above that must see and 
protect landing parties and para- 
chuters who bail out inland? What 
was wanted was a combination of 
reasonably smooth water and good 
visibility. Eisenhower had neither. 

To select a day which would be 
perfect demanded too much of the 
meteorologists, and this because to- 
morrow’s weather is predicted with 
the aid of data gathered from at 
least half the world. Since there is 
no longer an international exchange 
of information the Allied Command 
had to rely on the advice of meteor- 
ological service established in Great 
Britain for the benefit of the bomb-

Weather’s Part in the Invasion 


/ers that have been raiding occupied 
France and inland German indus- 
| trial centres. 

The facts came from ships at sea, 
from the weather bureaus of this 
continent and of Russia, from trans- 
Atlantic ferry pilots, but, above all, 
from the pilots of bombers who re- 
turned from Germany to their 
bases or who navigated planes sent 
out over the Atlantic to hunt sub- 
marines, 

All the information thus gathered 
was set down on a weather map of 
the familiar type Though the re- 
gion covered extends from ihe Arce 
tic to the Azores there were blanks 
on the map—blanks that made dif- 
ficult prediction of the peace-time 
type. 


Procedure 


There is no doubt that the meteor- 
ologists who counseled General! Bis- 
enhower followed the procedure 
developed for bombers sent out to 
destroy industrially important Ger- 
man centres, When a particular tar- 
get is to be destroyed the problem 
is somewhat easier than for an ine 
vasion in which an army is to par- 
ticipate. If the target in question 
cannot be seen there is nothing 
for it but to wait for better visibil- 
ity. But an invasion that involves a 
whole coast is different, Weather 
may be good in one spot and cloudy 
in another. A coast line hundreds 
of miles long had to be considered, 

After the general condition of the 
weather over England, the Channel 
and northern France had been 
studied with the aid of the map, 
meteorological headquarters receiv- 
ed reports from all flying bases, and 
special planes were sent up to get 
facts from hour to hour about tem- 
perature, barometric pressure, wind 
and humidity. To reach a decision 
on the basis of all this material im- 
posed a heavy responsibility. 

Strange as it may seem, the re- 
ports from North America were of 
the highest importance, and this be- 
cause tomorrow's weather is made 
here, European weather travels 
from west to east. 

Though the predictions of the 
meteorologists were not perfect, the 
| success of the landing speaks for 
itself.

Is Made to Airman 


LONDON, June 27.—(CP)—Pilot 
Officer Cyril Joe Barton, of Lon- 
don, captain of an R.A.F. Halifax 
bomber, has been posthumously 
awarded the Victoria Cross for 
“unsurpassed courage and devo- 
tion to duty in the face of almokt 
impossible odds,” it is announced. 

After his aircraft had been hit 
over Germany, and the. navigator, 
bomb-aimer and wireless operator 
had baled out by mistake, Barton 
flew on and’ released the bombs 
himself. Then he jockeyed the 
crippled bomber back to England 
With only one engine working, he 
attempted to clear some houses 
made a crash landing and was!

To Deal With 
Home Shortage 


An immediate Dominion-pro- 
vincial-municipal conference to 
deal with the critical housing 
situation facing Alberta was 
recommended Tuesday at a meet- 
ing of the Alberta Post-War Re- 
construction Committee's sub- 
committtee on social welfare, held 
in the Legislative Buildings. 

Housing is now recognized as a 
problem facing all three levels of 
government, and pending Domin- 
ion and municipal co-operation, the 
committee vent on record as 
\stressing the need for provincial 
leadership in this phase of social 
welfare 

Because of need for action in the 
field of housing, the group recon- 

lsidered studies made in 1943, and 
| decided to urge immediate action 
jin establishing a provincial housing 
commission and a provincial town 
planning authority. 

The establishment of a broad 
program of housing assistance 
through the Alberta Building 
Associations’ Act, and inaugura- 
tion of a system of mortgage in- 
surance to protect a home owner 
and his family against loss of 
equity through death will be 
recommended. 

The group will deal next with the 
study of home and family life, child 
welfare, and needs of people in re- 
gard to food and clothing, while 
continuing with study of the hous- 
ing question to the end of universal 
home ownership among those 
anxious to become owners of their 
homes.
